ton and Pike—Walter lost only in 
Pike Counly and there by a mar- 
gin so small as to be meaningless 
in view of Ihe vole he piled up in 
the other three.

votes lo 1,7(53 for Walter. 


Walter's margin of victory, on 


the basis of incomplete returns, is 
greater than it was in 1960 when 
he also defeated Horn in the p.cn 
eral election.

Th« Presidential Commission appoint- 


ed by Tresident Eisenhower to study 
the railroad work rules ("fealherbed- 
ding") problem made ils report to Presi- 
dent Kennedy at the end of last Febru- 
ary, after 13 months of work;*. 


This Commission, let it be recalled, 


consists of 1<5 men of the highest stand- 
ing in their fields—five representing the 
public, five the railroads, and five the 
operating unions. The recommendations 
made reflected the unanimous views of 
the public members who, of course, held 
the balance of power. 


The majority found, in substance, 


that the present rules system is out- 
moded in many fundamentals—because 
the rules and practices were largely 
adopted before modern technology, and 
hence are obsolete. Three policy prin- 
cipals were adopted by the majority: 1. 
The Nation is entitled to a safe and effi- 
cient rail system; 2. Employes nre en- 
titled to a sound 
and 
equitable pay 


structure and conditions which promote 
efficiency, safely and security; 3. Man- 
agement should be accorded reasonable 
opportunity to install technological im- 
provements, and that, where improve- 
ments in technology leading to greater

productivity adversely affect employes, 
adaquate provisions must be made for 
their welfare. 


In specific matters, the report en- 


dorsed union proposals in some cases. 
In others, it accepted the carriers' sug- 
gestions. In still others it came up with 
new ideas of its own. 


The railroad industry accepted the 


recommendations in toto, even though it 
disagreed with some of them. The un- 
ions took precisely the opposite track, 
and still hold to it. Their position is that 
the old work rules must be maintained, 
with little or no change, even though 
they are completely out of step with the 
operating procedures of today. 


This brief review is worth while now 


—for the cost of featherbedding is esti- 
mated at half a billion dollars a year, at 
a time when the industry as a whole is 
fighting for ils life as a private enter- 
prise. When will the unions realize that 
the real interests of railroad workers— 
to s:iy nothing of the over-riding public 
interest—can only be served by a pros- 
perous, progressive industry which is 
allowed to make the most of modern 
knowledge?

hence, the record will show that 
not more than 35 per cent of 
Pennsylvania's population mean- 
dered into local polling places 
yesterday. 


Even if it goes this high, it 


actually will be Ihe second high- 
est per cent of voter population 
turnout in the long and sonic- 
times hectic history of the Com- 
monwealth on the gubernatorial 
front. 


Biggest turnout in a guberna- 


torial election, percentage-wise 
in relation 
lo population, oc- 


curred just a quarter century 
ago when Arthur II, James won 
the governorship in 193S. 


At lhat time 38.7 per cent of 


the population of the state shuE- 
Tled off to Ihe polls — and in- 
terestingly, the James plurality 
that year turned out to be the 
fifth highest ever recorded in 
the state — 48 votes shy of the 
big Leader plurality of 279,196 in 
39^4. 


Of course not all of the 11,000,- 


000 Pennsylvanians who popu- 
late the state would be eligible 
to register and vote but students 
of government estimate that un-

T)ie first cookbook I ever owned was called "Joy of 


Cooking," and I admit I was not too happy about re- 
ceiving it, or any other cook book for that matter. Here 
I was, a hard working reporter on a small town news- 
paper, perfectly content to eat the hearty, delicious food 
served by my Mother; knowing absolutely nothing about 
the culinary arts, yet suddenly faced "with the prepare- 
• 


tion of three meals a day all by myself. Had that book 
been written in Russian, it could not have frightened msj 
more. 


To me at that time, It was amazing that anyone 


should find joy in cooking. But, you know, it wasn't 
long before I was broiling, braising, frying, and scallop- 
ing with—well, maybe not (he BEST of them, but at 
least wilh an average ease and skill. The book made it 
possible. I read it every day, painslakingly selected a 
recipe that was (o be our main course, followed it to the 
letter, and then made careful notes on an index card 
telling what we liked about it, whether or not it was 
flavored to our laste, and adding any suggestions for 
improvement'that occurred to us. 


When I finally parted with my "Joy of Cooking" a 


few months ago, it was because I was "too ashamed to 
have it in the house anymore. It was well thumbed, 
torn, and lavishly spotted with grease. 
This, I sup- 


pose, is high trbiute to any cookbook, but not a good 
advertisement for my neatness during my novitate in 
the kitchen. 


Then ... just the other day ... Ralph Warner car- 


ried a raf her sizeable package to my desk. It came from 
the Bobbs—Merrill Company, publishers of the NEW 
"Joy of Cooking" ... a revised, enlarged cookbook con- 
taining over 4300 retipes, 1200 of which are new since 
the original Joy made its apearance. The two authors, 
Irma S. Rombauer and Marion Rombauer Becker, have 
had a field day "adventuring" in good eating. The re- 
sult is a cookbook any woman should have, whether she 
is a young bride who knows nothing except making cof- 
fee, or whether she's a skilled hostess with ideas galore 
to tempt her family's appetites. 
Ginnie Hoffman and 


Beverly Warner have illustrated (his 852 page volume 
with charming black and while drawings, showing 
everything from the proper place setting for every type 
of meal, to utensils and methods to be used in such 
varied projects as icing a cake, canning vegetables, pre- 
paring beverages, or handling hard shell seafood. 


I spent several hours this past weekend, just read- 


ing my "Joy of Cooking" and relishing not only the 
flavors it conjured to mind, but also the easy reading 
winch is such an important part of its content. Under 
eacli chapter heading: Beverages, Fruits, Soups, Salads, 
Meat and Game Meat, etc., one finds sub headings that 
read, "About—" whatever the ca>c may be, and the 
paragraphs that follow are filled with interesting, con- 
densed information that gives a cook an understanding 
of the particular thing with which she is dealing and 
a knowledge of'why it should be handled in some par- 
ticular way. This cookbook is a very complete course in 
preparing and serving fine food. 


I see one chapter head devoted to Christmas. Thi

As a general rule, however, 
heres what happens if the cus­ 
todian dies, renounced his custodi­ 
anship or becomes incapacitated 
before the minor becomes 21. 
Under Hie model act, if there 
is a “duly appointed and acting 
general guardian of the minor’s 
property,” that person then be­ 
comes the custodian for the stock 
involved. If there is no such guar­ 
dian and the minor is over 14, 
the minor may designate either 
a member of his family or his 
guardian as the custodian for the 
stock. If the minor is under 14, 
the new custodian may be desig­ 
nated by the last acting custodian | 
or the last acting custodian’s le­ 
gal representative. 
Under the uniform act, the mi­ 
nor’s guardian becomes the new 
custodian. If the minor does not 
have a guardian, the new custodi­ 
an will be appointed by the courts. 
Again, I want to stress that 
the gifts to minors laws do vary 
somewhat from one state to an­ 
other. It’s best to check the spec­ 
ific statute in your state. 


Q. I would tike to foam as 
much as possible about the gift 
to minors laws. Where can I 
obtain a reasonably simple book­ 
let explaining those laws? 
A. There have been a number 
I of booklets of that type printed 
in recent years. About the best I 
have seen is a 12-page pamphlet, 
called “Gifts of Securities or Mon­ 
ey to Minor Children,” put out 
by the Assn. of Stock Exchange 
Firms. 
Any on-the-ball broker should be 
able to provide you with that or 
scone similar booklet.

Cooperation Needed 


The Presidential Commission appoint­ 
ed by President Eisenhower to study 
the railroad work rules (“featherbed­ 
ding") problem made its report to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy at the end of last Febru­ 
ary. after 13 months of work. 
This Commission, let it be recalled, 
consists of 15 men of the highest stand­ 
ing in their fields—five representing the 
public, five the railroads, and five the 
operating unions. The recommendations 
made reflected the unanimous views of 
the public members who, of course, held 
the balance of power. 
The majority found, in 
substance, 
that the present rules system is out­ 
moded in many fundamentals—because 
the rules and practices 
were 
largely 
adopted before modern technology, and 
hence are obsolete. 
Three policy prin­ 
cipals were adopted by the majority: I. 
The Nation is entitled to a safe and effi­ 
cient rail system; 2. Employes are en­ 
titled to a sound 
and 
equitable 
pay 
structure and conditions which promote 
efficiency, safety and security; 3. Man­ 
agement should be accorded reasonable 
opportunity to install technological im­ 
provements, and that, where improve­ 
ments in technology leading to greater

productivity adversely affect employes, 
adaquate provisions must be made for 
their welfare. 


In specific matters, the report en­ 
dorsed union proposals in some cases. 
In others, it accepted the carriers’ sug­ 
gestions. In still others it came up with 
new ideas of its own. 
The railroad industry accepted the 
recommendations in toto, even though it 
disagreed with some of them. The un­ 
ions took precisely the opposite track, 
and still hold to it. Their position is that 
the old work rules must be maintained* 
with little or no change, even though 
they are completely out of step with the 
operating procedures of today. 
This brief review is worth while now 
—for the cost of featherbedding is esti­ 
mated at half a billion dollars a year, at 
a time when the industry as a whole is 
fighting for its life as a private enter­ 
prise. When will the unions realize that 
the real interests of railroad workers— 
to say nothing of the over-riding public 
interest—can only be served by a pros­ 
perous, progressive industry which is 
allowed to make the most of modern 
knowledge?

The Kremlin Reacts 


The weathervane is flapping wildly as 
the experts try to forecast what the 
Kremlin will do next. It is best to be 
ready for anything.

Governor 
Harrisburg — In a s e n s e , 
was elected yesterday — by 
those who didn’t vote! 
Chances are good that when 
the final official vote tabulations 
are completed a few w e e k s 
hence, the record will show that 
not more than 35 per cent of 
Pennsylvania’s population mean­ 
dered into local polling places 
yesterday. 
Even if it goes this high, it 
actually will be the second high­ 
est per cent of voter population 
turnout in the long and some­ 
times hectic history of the Com­ 
monwealth on the gubernatorial 
front. 
Biggest turnout in a guberna­ 
torial election, percentage-wise 
in relation to population, oc­ 
curred just a quarter century 
ago when Arthur II. James won 
the governorship in 1938, 
At that time 38.7 per cent of 
the population of the state shuf­ 
fled off to the polls — and in­ 
terestingly, the James plurality 
that year turned out to be the 
fifth highest ever recorded in 
the state — 48 votes shy of the 
big Leader plurality of 279,196 in 
1954. 
Of course not all of the 11.000,- 
000 Pennsylvanians who popu­ 
late the state would be eligible 
to register and vote but students

If his object wa* to 
get Castro to obey Khrushchev, 
lh*- quest ion must be w hy. Here 
is a situation which involves 
three members of the U n i t e d 
Nations, two permanent mem­ 
bers of ti*r Security Council and 
one member that is a pinch of 
snuff. 'IV smaller member is in 
a position to force the two Great 
Powers to fight ami to bring on 
a world war. 


Can the United Nations do any­ 
thing about it? Apparently not. 
U Thant and a body af United 
Nations representatives went to 
Cuba, sat with Castro and his 
associates, talked and returned 
to New York. Nothing was ac­ 
complished, 
and 
Khrushchev 
sent Mikoyan to see what he 
could do. 
The fact is that the small na­ 
tions can bring on a war be­ 
tween the big powers. Thus, the 
small nations have become a 
nuisance. They cannot defend 
themselves, but they can develop 
situations which will force the 
Great Powers to come to their 
defense. Thus, Cuba, unless a* 
h.inducted by Soviet Russia, can 
bring on a war between Soviet 
Ruvms and the United States. 
By being weak and backward 
and playing meaningless power 
polities, India may involve all 
the world in war. TV fault is 
India’s. That country has receiv­ 
ed sufficient aid from both the 
United States and Soviet Russia 
to defend us boundaries. What 
has it done with t v aid? 
Til# tiny countries on the west 
coast of Africa and in the sub- 
Saharan areas strut about the 
United Nations as though they 
were a real fort e in world af­ 
fairs. Actually, they count for 
little cir nothing, except that they 
have votes in the General As­ 
sembly, 
A few bombs dropped by eith­ 
er Russia or t v United States 
can put them out of existence. 
They cannot sustain themselves 
economically or militarily. They 
are in fact, a menace to world 
IKM* e because their votes Ut the 
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United Nations have a purchase 
price. 
There is no use deceiving one­ 
self about this matter of price 
because in the history of nations 
there have been all sorts of 
prices for service* rendered. The 
Hessians and t v Ghurkas have 
not been the only mercenaries 
in man’s long travail, and com­ 
petition 
between 
t v 
United 
States and Soviet Russia cur-' 
rently does provide weak and 
backward nations with lend-lease 
and military and economic aid. 
These are evidences that t v 
practice of tailing practical care 
of a neighbor continues and ex­ 
pensively so. 
U Thant could have done a 
constructive job In Cuba. 
He 
could have made an objective 
report; he made a neutral re­ 
port He I* a Burmese and al­ 
though an international official 
of the United Nations neverthe­ 
less V la a neutral. 
There is a tremendous differ­ 
ence 
between 
objectivity and 
neutrality. TV objective report­ 
er states what he sees truthfully ’ 
without regard to anyone’s feel­ 
ings or interests. The neutral 
seeks to avoid hurting anyone’s 
feelings. Instead of telling the 
truth, V seeks a middle course. 
He is liable to cause more trou­ 
ble than originally existed. Cer­ 
tainly U Thant did not rescue 
the world from an atomic war; 
he renewed and intensified the 
danger. 
It is about time that tV United 
Stales restudied and revised its 
altitude toward its relationship 
with Hie United Natoiuns. Un- 
doubedly, there are some valu­ 
es, but they are not those which 
are inscribed in the Charter. 
What might have been a par­ 
liament of man has become a 
vent for politicians.

In round figures a conserva­ 
tive estimate would place the 
number of Pennsylvanians who 
would be eligible to register for 
voting privileges at a r o u n d 
7,000,000. 
For the election yesterday the 
actual number of registered vot­ 
ers stood at 5.673,497, made up 
of 2,700,164 eligible Republicans 
and 2,896,099 Democrats, with 
independents and non-partisans 
making up the balance. 
Unquestionably the s t a y-at- 
home vote could have changed 
the results of yesterday's elec­ 
tion. 
But one of the big factors par­ 
ty old pros in many cases are 
prone to ignore has been the 
tremendous upsweep in recent 
years in the pots and pans de­ 
partment — again unquestiona­ 
bly a strong influencing factor 
in determining the outcome of 
yesterday’s balloting. 
Just four gubernatorial elec­ 
tions ago when James H. Duff 
was elected in 1946 (to win by a 
plurality of 557,515, second high­ 
est In tv history of tv state), 
men held the registration edge 
over the women by 275,874. 
Yesterday — 16 years later — 
total number of women eligible 
to vote outnumbered tv men by 
81,095! 
And here is another pots-and- 
pans department item reflected 
in yesterday’s balloting: 
In tv gubernatorial election of 
1946 t v number at registered 
Republican women totaled 1,299,- 
665. Going into yesterday's bal­ 
loting this figure stood at 1,396,- 
069. 
In the 16-year period that rep­ 
resents an increase of registered 
Republican w o m e n of 96,404 
(seven fewer than in 1958!). 
But look what happened in 
t v ranks of hard driving Demo­ 
crats: 
Sixteen years ago the number 
at registered Democratic women 
rounded out to 862,204. Yester­ 
day the figure had climbed to 
1.446,223 — for an amazing in­ 
crease of 584,019.

Working closely with Ray la 
another one-time high Castro of­ 
ficial—Raul Chiba*, who headed 
the Cuban railroads. Ray and 
Chiba* broke with Castro after 
a year of his bloody and Chaotic 
rule.

Goodwin is credited with hav­ 
ing an important hand in the ac­ 
tivities of the mysterious Alpha 
66 anti-Castro operations. 
While Goodwin was in Puerto 
Rico, it is known he met with 
members of this group abd 
visited the two PT-boata with 
which they made raids. Alpha 
66 is also said to have at tefst 
one armed plane. 
Dr. Rostow is reliably under­ 
stood to have discussed Cuban 
affairs with certain individual* 
during his brief visit to West 
Berlin on Ortober 18-20. on (he 
eve of President Kennedy’s dra­ 
matic demand to Khrushchev 
for the removal of Soviet n$s* 
silex 
and 
other 
"oftensivt" 
weapons. 
According to refugee sources, 
Rostow. in these secret talks jn 
West Berlin, urged that "erratic" 
and “unstable" Castro be re­ 
placed with Ray as head of;a 
coalition regime.

served by my Mother; knowing absolutely nothing about 
the culinary arts, yet suddenly faced with the prepara­ 
tion of three meals a day all by myself. Had that book 
been written in Russian, it could not have frightened in* 
more. 
To me at that time, it was amazing that anyone 
should find joy in cooking. 
Rut, you know, it wasn't 
long before I was broiling, braising, frying, and scallop­ 
ing with—well, maybe not the BEST of them, but at 
least with an average ease and skill. The book made it 
possible. 
I read it every day, painstakingly selected a 
recipe that was to be our main course, followed it to the 
letter, and then made careful notes on an index card 
telling what we liked about it, whether or not it wa* 
flavored to our taste, and adding any suggestions for 
improvement that occurred to us. 


When I finally parted with my “Joy of Cooking" a 
few months ago, it was because I was too ashamed to 
have it in the house anymore. 
It was well thumbed, 
tom, and lavishly spotted with grease. 
This, I sup­ 
pose, is high tribute to any cookbook, but not a good 
advertisement for my neatness during my novitate in 
the kitchen. 
'I hen , , . just the other day • • . Ralph Warner ear­ 
ned a rather sizeable package to my desk. It came from 
the Robbs—Merrill Company, publishers of the NEW 
"Joy of ( ooking” . . . a revised, enlarged cookbook con­ 
taining over 4300 recipes, 1200 of which are new since 
the original Joy made its apparance. The two authors, 
Irma S. Rombauer and Marion Komhauer Reeker, have 
had a field day “adventuring” in good eating. The re­ 
sult is a cookbook any woman should have, whether she 
is a young bride who knows nothing except making cof­ 
fee, or whether she’s a skilled hostess with ideas galore 
to tempt her family’s appetites. 
Ginnie Hoffman and 
Beverly Warner have illustrated this 852 page volume 
with charming black and white drawings, showing 
everything from the proper place setting for every type 
of meal, to utensils and methods to be used in such 
varied projects as icing a cake, canning vegetables, pre­ 
paring beverages, or handling hard shell seafood. 


I spent several hours this past weekend, just read­ 
ing my “Joy of Cooking” and relishing not only the 
flavors it conjured to mind, but also the easy reading 
which is such an important part of its content. Under 
each chapter heading: Beverages. Fruits, Soups, Salads, 
Meat and Game Meat, etc., one finds sub headings that 
read, “About—1” whatever the case mav be, and the 
paragraphs that follow are filled with interesting, coft-

All Purpose flour 
1 cup nuts 
1% cups cut dates 
1% cups bealing water 
2 teaspoon baking soda 
% teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon vanilla 
Pour water over dates and let 
stand twenty minutes. Add short­ 
ening and egg and beat well. Add 


sugar and dry sifted ingredients 
and vanilla. Pour in loaf pan and 
bake 1-1-14 hours at 330 degrees. 
The easiest way to cut dates is 
with scissors. Before someone told 
me this. I used to avoid recipes 
calling for cut dates because cut­ 
ting them with a paring knife is a 
long, messy job.

Harold Westlake, chairman of 
Northwestern University’s depart­ 
ment of communicative disorders, 
said. "The present trend of blam­ 
ing practically all speech defects 
on emotional problems Is harmful 
and misleading. 
“When the label of emotional 
disorder is put too quickly this 
raises a presumption against the 
child and also against the parent. 


“Faulty learning and true phys­ 
ical problems are more reason­ 
able explanations of most speech 
problems. 
“Studies indicate that most peo­ 
ple with speech problems have 
very good adjustments e v e n 
though they suffer from frustra­ 
tions because of speech failures." 
Westlake is a veteran of 18 years 
with Northwestern University’s 
Speech Clinic. 
“It is important to seek aid in 
the beginning,” he said. “ll you 
deal with one who has had a prob­ 
lem for IO years, the effects of 
struggling with the problem may 
be more serious than the initial 
speech difficulty."

Three Possible Causes 
Westlake lists some of the rea­ 
sons for possible causes of speech 
failures — faulty learning, faulty 
hearing and poor muscle coordina­ 
tion. 
Faulty hearing could contribute 
to the muse of poor articulation 
— inability to produce correct 
sounds — which is the largest 
category of speech ills. 
A child, tor example, will say 
"wahbit" instead of rabbit. 
“The idea is commonly hel d 
that people outgrow it," he said. 
“But I have a teacher on the 
campus with five or six students 
in her class who have speech 
mutilation and distortion prob­ 
lems. Apparently as we talk we 
are very conscious of how others 
sound but we don’t hear ourselves 
and go on talking. We assume 
that we speak like everyone else 
but talk our own way. 
Don't Hear Selves 
"When confronted with a tape 
recording of their speech, moat 
people say: ‘It is not me.' 
“Apparently when a child begins 
to talk, he listens to himself very 
carefully. Aa he matures, he lis­ 
tens to what he says rather than 
how he sounds. He monitors mean­ 
ing and grammer but not details 
of sounds." 
Therapists in the clinic teach 
the child to focus his hearing to 
himself. In a feedback technique, 
the child is tactfully asked: 
“What sound did you make?" 
“Did you say this or that?" 
He is not told: “Say it li ke 
this." 
“Once children can spot t h i s 
difference in their speech, they 
are on the road to recovery," 
Westlake said.

mallows and nougats and all the 
other 2,000 varieties of candy to 
a count of 17% pounds a year, ac­ 
cording to a report by The Can­ 
dy, Chocolate and Confectionery 
Institute. 
Booming Bun I new 
Any way you look at it, this 
picture of our national sweet 
tooth also pictures opportunities 
in the candy business, 
whether 
you wort: as part of a large f&c- 
tory-kitchen or whether you keep 
the history ai candy up to date 
as does the subject of today’s 
story, Peggy Gray Holliday of 
North Springfield, Pennsylvania. 
Actually, the past history of 
candymaking is as fascinating as 
today's careers in candymaking. 
First C andy Man 
For example, early Egyptian 
tomb paintings depicted the first 
known candy store man seated 
between baskets of sweetmeats in 
a marketplace. Then, about 325 
B.C., Alexander the Great intro­ 
duced candy to Greece when he 
brought spices and honey from 
India. Romans, while reclining on 
couches after feasts, gobbled con­ 
fections from the fingers of slave 
girls.

to sell candy in America, 
Billion Dollar Industry 
Since then candy and candy 
shops have added up to more 
than a billian dollar business in 
this country. And a part of this 
business that appeals to us par­ 
ticularly is Peggy Gray Holliday 
and her successful candymaking 
business.

Mrs. Holliday got her start from 
her need for a hobby when, in 
1922, she had to give up an active 
social life as she noticed her hear­ 
ing growing less distinct. What 
she started as a hobby while she 
was a young wife and mother ulti­ 
mately grew to a hone business 
though, as people learned about 
Mrs. Holliday’s unusually luscious 
sweets.

candy," Mrs. Holliday points out 
to people contemplating the can­ 
dy business. “So is loving every 
thing about candy and enjoying 
both the work and long hours in­ 
volved in making it. 
“Also, as you work to perfect 
your confections, you must be will­ 
ing to accept criticism and learn 
from other people's suggestions 
And as important as anything 
else, you must have a sense 
taste, good imagination and 
artistic eye."

Plenty of Free 
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Interpreting The News

as have become so familiar. 


Indeed, this would have been 
true even if the Cuban crisis had 
not obscured all other issues in 
the public mind during the last 
weeks of the campaign.

Whole theories of government 
are involved in the liberal-conser­ 
vative battle in the United States, 
and whole theories of government 
are brought to consistency not by 
an election, or a few elections, 
but by gradual accretion on one 
side or die other of national cir- 
cumstan< \ 
What v. 
'ommonly call oonvor- 
vatism ha?, been gaining because 
more people are doing pretty well 
and therefore have an interest in 
the status quo. It is in times of 


pressure, such as depression, that 
people turn to the major center of 
power to give it more power for 
change. 
Pursued to a logical conclusion, 
it may then be argued that the 
expected renewal of the adminis­ 
tration effort for a stronger econo­ 
my, if successful, actually mili­ 
tates against the parallel effort of 
tile 
present 
administration 
for 
greater social change. 
Thus deficit spending, centrali­ 
zation of power and the degree of 
governmental 
responsibility 
for 
the general welfare, or what the 
two schools of thought conceive to 
be the general welfare, remain as 
issues unchanged by the election, 
just as for 30 years.

—The U.N. General 
Assembly 
voted overwhelmingly Tuesday in 
favor of a resolution to ban all 
nuclear tests by Jan. I. 
The vote on the proposal, sub­ 
mitted by 37 nonaligned countries, 
was 75-0, with 21 abstentions. 
All four nuclear powers—the So­ 
viet Union, the United States, 
Britain, and France—objected to 
portions of the draft in voting on 
individual paragraphs.

My hanker Inf onus me that, 
lf I buy stock of any insurance 
company, it is unlikely that I 
will ever Im* able to sell.

dends to their stockholders. Can 
you clear this up? 


A. Let’s try. First it should be 
explained that it is possible to 
buy stocks in certain insurance 
companies. 
Basically, there are two types 
of insurance companies — “mu­ 
tual companies" and “stock com­ 
panies." 
A mutual insurance company is, 
as the name implies, mutually 
owned by the people who have in­ 
surance policies issued by that 
company. You can’t buy stock in 
a mutual insurance company. 
A stock insurance company is 
owned by its stockholders. T h e 
stockholders share in the profits 
of the company. Such companies

do pay dividends to their stock­ 
holders. 
The stocks of many stock in­ 
surance companies are traded 
quite actively. You can buy or 
sell those stocks in the over-the- 
counter market through almost 
any brokerage firm. 
Some of those insurance com­ 
pany stocks have been among the 
best investments. Generally, good 
insurance company stocks are con­ 
sidered “growth situations’’ whose 
values have increased rapidly ov­ 
er the years. 
However, those are usually sol­ 
id, established situations. Many 
insurance company stocks have 
been flops, as far as investors 
are concerned. Some have been 
outright frauds. 
There is risk involved in buying 
any stock. The risk is usually 
much greater, w’hcn it’s stock of 
a new company. You have been 
approached by what seems to be 
a door-to-door peddler trying to 
unload something at 99 cents a 
share. The natural advice to you 
is “steer clear."

Insurance companies are migh­ 
ty secretive about revealing in­ 
formation (rn their operations.
